THE FRAUDS IN OHIO. 


The Report of Springer’s Committee on 
Wright's Crookedness, ; 

WasnHinoton, February 25,—Represeitative 
Springer, in behalfof himself and representa- 
tive Van Alstyne, of the sub-committee ap- 
ointed to investigate the conduct ol Marshal 

ot Wright, in the Ohio October @lection, has 
prepared a report. Representative Stewart, 
the remaining member of the sub-committee, 
will offer a minority report when the subject 
is submitted to the full committee on expen- 
ditures in the department of justice. 
The members of the committee have 
not yet received the. printed testimony 
taken in the investigation. They say that 
they will not agree to any report until they 
have had an od: tera ws to examine it. Mr, 
Springer will submit. the views prepared by 
himself, and agreed to by Mr.§VanAlstyne, at 
the meeting of the full committee, to be held 
probably on Friday. He declines to give the 
report to the public untilit has received the 
attention of- his committee. It is a very 
long document and contains a review 
of the testimony taken,. both in 
this city and Cincinnati, It concludes as fol- 
lows: 

“From ifthe testimony taken by your commit- 
itice, it will appearthat the deputy marshals ap- 
pointed by Marshal Wright, were largely in excess 
of the necessities of the situation: that they were 
appointed as republican partisans and political 
workers: in most eases subordinating their official 
positions to partisan ends; that they were armed 
with revolvers and other deadly 
weapons furnished by the national committee of 
the republican party; that many of such deputy 
marshals so appointed andarmed were notorious 
criminels and 1ienof known vicious and brutal 
habits, and many of them were non-residents of 
the state of Ohio; that many of such depnty 


marshals, acting under orders of Marshal 
Wright, aided, abetted and encour- 
agcd tranduient voting, the intimidation 


Of voters, and committed gross outrages upon the 
elective franchise and the rights oi the honest 
voters. That the gl mes hye and payment of 
epceis! deputy marshals on the der after the elec. 
tion wes without lexal warrant, and all the 
moneys paid to such persons for serviceson that 
day were uilega), and the sums so paid should be 
reiurned tothe United States treasnry: that the 
appointment of deputy marshals who were not 
residents af the state of Ohio, was without war- 
rant, and constituted a gross usurpation Of au- 
thority, and that the appointment of deputy 
marshals was ingmany other,respects an irregu- 
net paegel and unwarranted abuse of his ollicial 

Unb. 

Wherefore your committee are of opinion that 
Lot Wright,United States marshal for the southera 
district of Ohio, has been shown by the testimony 
to have comrn}!ted hich crimesand misdemeanors ; 
that he had been guiity of usurpation of authority 
and violation of the lawin the manner set forth 
in the preamble to the resolution adopted 
by the house of representatives on the 
second day of December last. In view of the im- 
practicable nature of impeachment proceedings, 
and especially at this late day of this congress, 
your committee will not recommend the adoption 
of articles of impeachment im his case, but they 
“4 recommen the adoption of the following reso- 
ution: 

That the clerk of the house of representatives be 
instructed to transmit a copy of the report and 
testimony in the case of Lot Wright, United States 
marsbal for the southern district of Ohio, to the 

resident of the United States, and that the “sanyo 
dent be respectfully requested to immediately re- 
move said Wright from office and cause the attor- 
ney-general to institute such proceedings in the 
courts 8s may be deemed necessary im order to 
recover the sums illegally paid eut by him, and to 
institute such criminal proceediugs against him 
as the iacts in the case may require.

RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


A NOISY DAY IN THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 


The Hennepin Canal People Join With the Oppo- 
nente of the River and Harbor Bill and Cause 
a Deadiock~-The Failure of the Entire 
Billi Now Almost Assured, Itc. 


Wasninoton, February 25.—[{Special. |— 
To all appearances the river and har- 
bor billis beaten. Thére is. no prospect of 
breaking down the opposition which has re- 
sorted to the most reckless filibustering. From 
six o'clock this afternoon +o midnight 
nothing occurred in the house but a series of 
disorder]y scenes, occasioned by the opponents 
of the bill, They have ranged themselves 
under the lead of John D. White, of Kentucky, 
whose cheek is more impenetrable and whose 


jaw is more tireless than usual. Messrs. 
Boutelle of Maine, Davis of Illinois, 
Miller* ot Pennsylvania, Hempburn of 
lowa, and Anderson of Kansas, 


are acting as White’s lieutenantsin this states- 
manlike proceeding. The champions ot the 
Hennepin canal, when Mr. Turner,of Georgia, 
knocked out that big job, openly declared that 
the bill should not pass without it. They are 


about to carry out their threat. 
Many democratic leaders regret 
the probable failure of — the bill, 


because it will saddle extraordinary: expendi- 
{ure for rivers and harbors in the next con- 
gress. Mr. Wills, of Kentueky, and Mr. 
Breckenridge, of Arkansas, who are leading 
the friends of the bill, are still hopeful of its 
passage, but the chances are largely against 
them. F. H.R. 


IN THE SENATE. 


An Attack Upon the President’s Action i 
the Swaim Matter, 
Wasninoton, February 25.—In the senate 
Mr. Allison submitted the conference report 
on the army appropriation bill, and said the 
conferrees had agreed as to all the differences 
except that relating to courtsmartial in time 
of peace. The houee provision, he said, so 
amended the $4th article of war asto enable 
courtsmartial to control the hours of their own 
session, instead of being limited as now, to the 
hours from 8 a. m., to 3 p. m. 
Along and rather acrimonious debate fol- 
lowed, in the course of which, Messrs. Dawes, 


Ingalls and Conger attacked the president for_ 


his action in the matter ofthe findings of the 
Swaim courtmartial made public yesterday, 
and the court itself. “Ifthe published state- 
ments were correct,”’ Mr. Ingalls aaid, ‘‘the 
proceedings subsequent to the trial were a dis- 
grace to civilization. It was a shame thatany 
tribunal of law should be subjected to the pres- 
eure and violent interference that appeared to 
have been brought to bear, not in the interests 
of justice, but for the purpose of compelling a 
verdict more injurious tothe accused. The 
findings of the court had been several times re- 
turned to the court, the last time with most el- 
fensive epithets on the defendant.” 

Messrs. Hawley, Hale, Cockretl and A\l- 
drich, defended the president and the officers 
of the court, and protested against the offen- 
sive imputations cast upon them. 

On motion of Mr. Allison, the senate further 
insisted on its amendment to strike out the 
house provision permitting courtsmartial to 
control their own hours of session. 

The chair re-appointed the conference com- 
mittee already acting on the bill. 

The committee on appropriations reported 
the legislative, executive and judicial appro- 
priation bill, and asked its immediate consid- 
eration. The bill was taken up, and its read- 
ing proceeded with. 

The committee amendments were concurred 
in, With but unimportant exceptions. Several 
senators had amendments to propose, and con- 
siderable confusion prevailed. Gales to ad- 
journ and to go into executive sestion alter- 
vated for half an hour or more, the roll-call 
sometimes disclosing the absence of a quorum. 
Finally, at 7:15 4 m., it becoming apparent 
that the bill could not be disposed of to-night, 
the senate adjourned.

RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


Jhe House in a Tumult of Disorder and 
Nolse, 

Wasninoton, February 25.—In the house, 
Mr. Geddes of Ohio, from the committee on 
war claims, reported a bill making an appro- 
priation for the payment of the 4th of July 
claims. Committee of the whole. 

Mr. Townshend asked unanimous congent to 
take from the speaker’s table for reference to 
the committee on appropriations, the postoflice 
appropriation bill, with the senate amend- 
ments, but Mr. Payson objected. 

Mr. Burnes moved to suspend the rules and 
pags the deficieney appropriation bill, with the 
various amendments reported from the com- 
mittee on appropriations. 

The following were the important amend- 
ments reported and incorporated in the bill: 
Appropriating $238,448 to pay judgments ren- 
dered by the court of claims; appropriating 
$162,340, together with the unexpended bal- 
ances, for the completion of new cruisers and 
a dispatch boat; abolishing the office of the 
tenth census, and providing that the work ot 
the census shall be completed in the office of 
the secretary of the igterior. A motion to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the bill was agreed bo, 
yeas 241, pays 38. The house then proceeded 
to the consideration of business under special 
rule. 

A number of public buildings and other 
special interest bills were passed. 

The house then resumed consideration of the 
river and harbor bill, upon the third reading 
of which the previous question was operating, 
and proceeded to vote on the amendments re- 
ported from the committee of the whole. 

Two heurs were consumed in. voting upon 
the amendments, as the question of no quorum 
wes raised in nearly every instance, necessi- 
tating a tedious vote by tellers. ‘In each case 
the amendments were adopted without a yea 
and nay vote, until the amendment was 
reached striking out the clauses appropriating 
for the improvement of the Mississippi river 
from the head of the passes and the mouth of 
the Ohio river, and recommending the presi- 
dent to appoint James Bb, Eads as advisory 
engineer of the Mississippi river commission. 
This was stricken out in committee of the 
whole, with the assent of the committee on 
rivers and harbors, in order to facilitate the 
consideration of the bill in cemmittee, the in- 
tention being to reinstate the clause in the 
house. It having been agreed by the river 
snd harbor committee to strike from the bill 
the paragraph for the appointment of the acd- 
visory engineer, Mr. Willis asked unanimous 
consent that, should the amend- 
ment of the committee of the whole 
be rejected, ond. the Mississippi fiver 
clsuse be egain placed in the ‘bill, that the 
sortion of it referring to Captain Eads should 
« eliminated. 

Mr. Hiscock objected, aud the yeas and — 
wereealled gmid much confusion upon the 
amendment of the committee. When the roll 
call was completed, the amendment to strike 
out the clause was carried by a small majority, 
but it wes stated, in private conversation, that 
a motion would be made to recomnut the bill 
with instractions to the committee on rivers 
harbors to report it back, 
with the Eads clause strizen out 
snd this caused several members to change 
their votes from aflirmative to negative, aud 
the yote was declared to be yeas, 137, nays,

The greatest listlessness was 
evineed by the members, and the proceedings 
under the call were not even marked by the 
bisrity which ustally charaeterizes them. 
This continued until! half past nine, when Mr. 
White, ot Kentucky, secured the floor on 
& motion connected with the call Sof the 
hovte. His presence was the signal for cries 
of louder,” “leave to-print,”’ “vote,” and so 
forth, and general shouts and confusion, while 
Mr. Weaver, of’ Nebraska, in the guise of a 
parliamentary inquiry, asked whether the man 
with the most mouth was entitled to all 
the time of the house.’ Amid shouts of approv- 
ing laughter, Mr. White called the attention 
oi the house to the fact that the gentleman 
who was joking at him was violating, openly, 
the rules of the house by smoking on the floor.

A Naval Officer Defending Uis Right of

WasHincTon, February, 25.—Rear Admiral 
Case bas written another letter to Secretary 
Chandler, continuing the correspondence 
which grew out of the recent protest of certain 
naval officers against giving the thanks of 
congress to Commander Schley and Lieutenant 
Emory, of the Greely relief expedition. Ad- 
miral Case reailirms his belief that under the 
first amendment to the constitution he “always 
has bed and still retains the free right of peti- 
tion, and the right to peaceably assemble with 
his fellow-crtizens, and organize to besiege 
congress for any purpose and in any method 
which may be selected.” 

In view of the diflerence of opinion which 
exists with regard to this question of the right 
of naval officers to memorialize congress, Ad- 
miral Case suggests that some measure be taken 
to bring it before congress, in order that the 
latter may define just what constitutional 
rights are surrendered by an officer of the mil- 
itary or naval service, and what are retained.

A FEW RANDOM GLIMPSES ATA 
SEA OF FACES. 


Some of the Most Conspicuous Figures at the Dedi- 
ication of the Washington Monument—Ar- 
thur’s Care-worn Look -—Cabinet Photo- 
graphs—Sheridan on Horseback. 


Wasuixotos, February 25.—[Special.]~A 
more distinguished assembly than that which 
met in the hall of the house of representatives 
last Saturday is not often seen. The galleries 
held nearly two thousand, three-fourths of 
them ladies. On the floor were seated fully 
one thousand persons, including congress, the 
president and his cabinet, the supreme court, 
the diplomatic corps, army officials, and 
many distinguished citizens of various states. 
Abcut three hours were taken up in the de- 
livery of the orations on Washington. Con- 
sidering their length and the fact that two 


hours of ceremonies and procession had pre- 
ceded them the attention ot the people was 
remarkably good. Still it was possible to take 
in the speeches, to applaud judiciously, and 
also to observe some other things. President 
Arthur occupied the most conspicuous position 
directly in fréntof the speaker’s stand. He 
had gone through the freezing ordeal at the 
monument and had spent an hour 
in a eutting wind lifting his 
bat every momentin recognition of the salutes 
ofthe passing pageant. He must have been 
weary. Certainly he never looked so old be- 
fore. When he took the oath of vice-president 
hardly four years ago his hair had only a few 
stray strands of silver. Now the brown has 
almost entirely disappeared and given place 
to the iron grey. His face presents the marks 
of ege evenfmore distinetly in its deepened 
lines and in the drop of his cheeks. He 
has become quite corpulent, though he still 
preserves fine proportions, owing to his stature 
of six feet one. Four years ago Mr. Arthur 


was the picture of vigor, with something mil- 
itary in his erect figure and graceful carriage, 
and with the manners of an accomplished 
man of the- world. He is a ahenaed 
man. He looks fifteen years 
older. Ilis face has lost its ruddy glow and 
wears ungnistakable traces of care. ig man- 


ner is serious, and at times, abstracted. I 
believe he will retire from the presidency a 
sadder but a wiser and a better man than he 
was when he  Ieft the ay club 
lite of New York to preside over the United 
States senate.- By his side last Saturday sat 
Frederick T. Frelinghuysen, his secretary of 
state and his nearest friend, a tall, thin,smooth 
faced, neryous old man, who is seldom seen in 
public. Arthur had fondly hoped to give him 
a lasting proof of his regard by an appoint- 
ment to the place which Justice Bradley is at 
liberty te give up and retire on full pay. But 


it is eald that the sensitive moral 
nature of the man who turned the 
ecale of the electoral commission in 


the interest of fraud, revolted at the suggestion 
of appearing to bea partmer to any sucht ar- 
rangement. Dayid Davis was in the front 
row, hardly recognizable because so fallen off, 
a mere shadow of his former self. He sat next 
to his old associates of the supreme court 
whom he left when political ambition torment- 
ed him with dreams of greatness in a new 
apnere He was a good enough judge, heavy, 
slow, and wiee looking, but a more completa 
failure in politics is hard to find even in this 
national graveyard of litical hopes. It 
would be unkind to cali this migssy ‘man an 
acrobat even in a political 
senee. He was a fence _ rider 
who enjoyed rare opportunities during his 
senatorial term. The rapidity and ease with 
which be could slide down from his perch on 
to the winning side were only equalied by the 
apparent sincerity and pious plausibility with 
which he backed up bis claim to be considered 
“independent.” He is said to be lookin 
anxiously at the Illinois deadlock, half hopefu 
that the senatorial bolt will again strike him. 
No. That will net occur again. Mr. Davis 
will hereafter figure only in the bric-a-brac 
division of such great national gather- 
ings as that he attended last Saturday. 
Chief Justice Waite is still away, trying to 
recover his health. The other black 
gowns were ranged in due order, Justice Grey, 
the jolly bachelor of the bench, towering a 
foot, it seemed, above the heads of his peers.

A PHILADELPHIA RIOT, 


The Striking Weavers Attack One of the 
: Recreant Workmen. — 
HILADELPHIA, February 25.—The trou 
that has been brewing in the mill beth 
Kensington for the past sixteen weeks, culmi- 
nated to-night in a riot of a serious nature, in 
which several persons’ were beaten and four 
arrests made. After the weavers had induced 


the Lowell people to leave the 
city this morning, information was 
received by them that four strange 


_emale weavers and Walter Cameron, loom 
fixer, had gone to work in Leedom’s mill. At 
quitting to-night fully three thousand strikers 
surrounded Leedom’s mill. Anticipatin 
trouble a equad of policemen had been detai 

to the scene, and when the employes filed out 
of the building, a policeman escorted Cam- 
eron. The presence of the police did not de- 
ter the angry weavers, and with loud shouts 
they surrounded Cameron and commenced to 
pelt him with snow balls and 
other missiles, The police 
finally succeeded in getting him to Front 
street, and he startedto run. Seing that he 
would be captured, the fleeing man took 
shelter in-a. barber - The howling mob 
threw bricks wt the shop, demolishing the 
window, and several ey rushed into the shop 


they proceeded.to beat and kick him. Atthis 
juncture a large squad of policemen, who 

ad been telephoned for, arrived upon the 
scene, and immediately lent assistance to the 
other officers, who up to this time had 
been unable to quell the disturbance, or make 
an arrest. One mau, who made his eseape, 
struck an officer a stinging blow between the 
eyes, which.cut a gash in his face. The offi- 
cer steggered end, striking blindly with his 
blackjack, struck his assailant under the right 
ear and knocked him insensible. He was im- 
mediately pieked up by his friends and taken 
away. he police once more took

A Freight Runs [Into Two-E 
Frains, 

K AaNKAKEF, lils., February 25.—This morn- 
ing early, three miles south of Chebanse, on 
the Illinois Central railroad, two passenger 
trains were run into by a freight train. e 
passenger train which left Chicago at about 
S p.m., was being followed closely by the 
New Orleans express, the latier consisting of 
baggage car, smoker, two coaches and four 
sleepers. The leading passenger train 
stopped on account of a broken truck: 
The New Orleans stopped half a mile back of 
it, and sent out signals to notify the approach- 
ing trains.

THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

The military academy bill has become a 
law ; the District of Columbia and the consu- 
lar and diplomatic bills have been in the 
hands of the president several days, and are 
probably laws at this writing. The army, 
the Indian, the agricultural, the pension and 
the postoflice bills have passed both houses, 
and will soon go through the hands of con- 
ference committees to the president. ne 
naval bill has passed the house; the sundry 
civil and the general deficiency bills are be- 
fore the house; the legislative bill is in the 
senate, and the fortification bill will probably 
be reported to-day. The last named bill 
does not appropriate a large sum of money, 
and the new bill will be very simular to the 
one forthe current year, making provision 
simply forthe repair and preservation of ex- 
isting works, It will not probably consume 
much time in either house. The house has 
practically only the sundry civil and the de- 
ficiency bills to dispose of, and if need be, 
both can be passed under a suspension cf the 
rules, The house is reasonably sure to send 
every one of the regular oppropriation bills 
to the senate by Saturday night. 

There is noreason,therefore,to fearan extra 
session, unless the republicans of the senate 
decide to force one upon the country. It 
should be remembered that motions to sus- 
pend the rules in the house are in order du- 
ring the remainder of the session, and if any 
of the appropriation bills are on hand at the 
end of the week, they can readily be disposed 
of in that way, provided two-thirds of the 
house are desirous of depriving the senate of 
any excuse for anextra session. The chances 
are altogether in favor of a decent winding 
up of the essential business of the session be- 
fore the hour of noon Wednesday next. 


COLLEGE REFORM. 

Harvard, by its recent action, acknowl- 
edges that the reform of our college system 
is at least as important as reform in our pol- 
itics. Harvard’s faculty, by a vote of 50 to 2, 
has adopted the report of its commaittee out- 
lined in these columns several weeks ago. 
Heretofore, sindents have been compelled, 
in their entrence examination, to pass a 
rigid questioni: g in Latin and Greek syntax, 
grammar, and 2e translation of the standard 
Latin and G ek poets and prose writers, 
The studies i: these languages and literatures 
the student has been compelled to pursue, 
whether he desir: dit or not, such studies be- 
ing necessary to an entrance to Harvard. 

But, by the adoption of the report of the 
committee, the study of Latin and Greek is 
made elective. Thatis tosay, the student 
may offer to pass an entrance examinationin 
Latin and Greek, or he may ignore them en- 
tirely, and enter college after a satisfactory 
examination in the use of English, English 
and Ameriean history, a fair knowledge 
French and German literature, and some 
mathematical and physical science. 

This is a noteworthy advance in the direc- 
tion of college reform, but itis not as satis- 
factory in all respects as it might be, for the 
alternative advanced studies are chiefly ofa 
scientific na‘ure—mathematics, physics and 
chemistry—and there is no completer pro- 
vision for the study of English and Eaglish 
literature than that furnished by the old 
routine method, which is not astudy of Ing- 
lish in the true sense. No doubi the change 
will be made in good time, but it is to be re- 
gretted that it did not accompany the reform 
which makes the study of Latin and Greek 
depend on the choice of the student. 

The change, however, incomplete as it is, 
isa very radical one, and renders further 
changes inevitable. The time will come, and 
that very shortly, when the thorough study 
of English, not asa literary exercise, but as 
the end and aim of a college education, will 
be insisted on by every college in the land, 
and we should have been glad to see Har- 
vard,asan American institution; take the 
lead in this; for it is in America that the 
study of English has reached its greatest de- 
velopment. Our scholars are placing the 
works of the Anglo-Saxon writers in conven- 
ient shape ior students, and every intelligent 
or intelligible movement in modern educa- 
tion {sin the direction of giving students a 
critical acquaintance with our own literature. 

What Hervard should do is to provide for 
the advanced study of English literature— 
not the smattering which is supposed to be 
the equivalent of a knowledge of the dead 
tongues, but the critical knowledge of the 
living tongue which, in its simplicity and 
perfection, is superior to all the dead tongues 
as its literature is superior to all other litera- 
tures. Hereafter no man can claim that he 
is cultured, or even educated, who is not crit- 
ically familiar with English literature. 

ABOUT THE WEATHER. 

When remarks about the weather are cas- 
ually made by acquaintances who meet on 
the street nothing is to be thought of it, for 
the weather has been thetopic of conversa- 
tion ever since old Father Nosh contracted 
the babit of stopping his friends in the big 
road and telling them of the remarkable spell 
of weather known as the flood. Suggestions 
and reminiscences of the weather have saved 
a great many people from embarrassment. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that the weather 
should be talked about in all seasons and at 
all places. 

But when you see judicious and right- 
minded men stopping the street cars to in- 
form their acquaintances what they think of 
the weather, and calling strangers across the 
street to inform them confidentially that we 
are haying rough times, it is safe to conclude 
tbat cur climate is becoming unusually vig- 
orous and interesting. And this is the truth.

A NEW NAVY, : 

It seems to bethe destiny of the demo- 
cratic party to give the country a navy, and 
the democratic house made a start ip that di- 
rection on Monday, when it voted to appro- 
priate $1,980,000 for the completion of a steel 
cruiser of not less than five thousand tons 
displacement. This, with the three in course 
of construction, may be regarded as the be- 
ginning of the work of building up anew 
navy. 

The debate on Monday in the house -over 
the naval bill clearly commits the democratic 
party tothe task of providing the country 
witha navy. Mr. Hewitt declared the goy- 
ernment should expend $30,000,000 in the 
course of five years for the restoration of the 
navy. Mr. Townshend desired to see the 
day when the flag would be as formidable on 
the sea asit isonland. Mr. Randall showed 
that the democratic party is friendly to the 
navy, although attempts have been made to 
create reverse impressions. The restoration 
of the navy heconsidereda great national 
result, 

The republicans were equally emphatic, 
but as their acts in the past have not 
kept pace with their professions, not 
much reliance can be placed upon recent 
utterances. The navy passed into the hands 
of republicans with an enviable record. It 
was respected throughout the world, and its 
victories form a glorious part ef our history. 
Not only has its prestige been lost, but the 
navy itself bas practically disappeared. We 
baye no war vessels that are valuable and 
trustworthy in times of war, and it is diffi- 
cult to keep some of them afloat when coal 
barges are in their track. The party that has 


brought the navy to sucha disgraceial con- 


dition certainly cannot be trusted to restore 
its former glory. 

The work will fall upon democratic shoul- 
ders, and it is doubtful ifa more important 
responsibility will come to the party that 
will soon be entrusted with power. The peo- 
ple of all sections want an American navy, 
and the democratic policy of retrenchment 
will bave ample scope outside of appropria- 
tions for new cruisers. While the people 
groan under the burden of war taxes and war 
appropriations, yet they seem to appreciate 
the need of a nayv, and are ready to sanction 
ail necessary and proper appropriations in 
that direction. The party that restores the 
American navy and makes it the admiration 
instead of the laughing stock of the world, 
need not fear popular indignation over the 
cost of the change. The people want a navy 
in the fullest sense of the word, and let us 
hope the incoming administration will be 
able to induce congress to carry on the work 
in the broadest and most practical manner.

His remains will be 
placed in a vault at Greenwood, Brooklyn, where 
they will remain until they are either removed to 
Richmond or to Angusta, Georgia. Deceased was 
between seventy and eighty years of age. He was 
well known to a number of gentlemen in this city 
and Petersburg. and was a warm personal friend 
of the late John R, Thompson, and was also a con- 
tributor to the Southern Literary Messenger when 
Mr, Thompson was editor.”’

The Crops Thrown Back bythe Ratins---The 
ews Arousd Orangeburg. 


ORANGEBURG, 8. C., February 25,—[{Special.]— 
Never bas so much atrocious weather come con- 
tinuously in any one winter. The climate appears 
to have undergonea radical change, Last year 


this time we enjoyed mild, spring-like weather, 
and vegetation bad already began to shoot forth. 
Now, there is a dreary condition of frigidity 
which reminds oneof more northerly latitudes. 
There has been a superabundance of rain, slush 
and sleet. Planting preparations have been there- 
by retarded. Lhe roads through the country in all 
dircctions sre in very bad condition, owing to the 
severe and long continued winter. The state of 
the small grainis not so good as it might be. 
Such planters as generally do more or less track 
gardening have not made any headway thus far. 
Old farmers regard this overplus of cold weather 
as foreshadowing a good planting year. They pre- 
dict a fine season and an abundant, harvest. 

There is nodeficiency in thesupply of farm labor- 
ers. The emigration of blacks from thiscountry to 
the west did not deplete the negro population. 
Jhereare more negroes in Orangeburg county than 
are uceded. For political, industrial and eco- 
nomic reasons, at least three thousand negroes 
might well be spared from this section of the state. 
As a general thing the blacks in this immediate 


neighborhood haye not been affected by 
the movement toward Arkansas and 
other states in the west. Very few 


of them wect from here. Such as intend to work 
have entered into contracts for the ensuing year. 
It is said by those who know that more land will 
be planted in cotton this year than ever before. A 
largely increased area in corn will also be planted. 
As arule the farmers hereabouts are in good spirits 
and hopeful. If this year shall proye a good one 
they will be all right next fall.

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BY THE SCRIBBLING PEN OF a 
WESTERN CORRESPONDENT.

Clouds {of War Arising from the Central City—Tno 
People Thoroughly Aroused and Clamoriag 
tor a Correspondent—Every Effort to be 
Made to Bring Him to Macon. 


Macon, February 24.—[{Special.]—If there ever 
was a community stirred up toa high pitch it hag 
been Macon, for the past two days. The Cause hag 
been the appearance of the Cincinnati Enquirer 
containing an article written from here signed 
“Sherwood,” in which libels of the most scurril- 
ous nature were printed against some of the most 
prominent persons of the city. The excitement 
bas beenwt fever heat for two days, and had the 
author been in Macon he would 
oy have been lynch- 

It had been rumored in thecity several days that 
the Enquirer bad a man in the south for the pur- 
pose of writing sensational letters, ang that he 
weuld visit Macon. Jt was 4g sub- 
ject of discussion as —s«éto what 
could be done with such a writer. Those who 
caught the rumor looked eagerly for the appear. 
ance of the man who was to create the stir, 

THE ARRIVAL. 

After doing up Atlanta in a letter that Stirred 
that metropolis from its foundation, he came tg 
Macon and registered at the Brown house ag “F, 8, 
Brown, Cincinuati,’’ on the evening of the 17th, 
He was assigned to room No.61. On the 11:45 traip 
& young man named Akerman registered, and 
asked to be placed with Mr. Brown in the room, 
Their air was mysterious, and no one knew their 
business. Both were faultlessly dressed and went 
out walking several times together. On the after. 
noon of the 19th Brown was introduced to Mr, 
Charles Dreyfus, the newsdealer of the Lanier 
house, with whom he made a _ contract 
to act as agent for the Enquirer. The party left 
next morning on the Sayannah train and nothing 
further was heard of them, On Monday an adver. 
tisement appeared in the local press announcing 
that the Enquirer would make its appearance on 
Tuesday with the letter. Mr. Dreyfus received}s 
large canvas sack containing one thousand copies, 
These he carried to his place of business and 
opened them. He notified several parties that the 
paper contained a red hot letterand he would sell 
the whole editionin a bunch. This offer he held 
open until eleven o'clock. 

When the city clock chimed that hour 
he announced the sale at ten cents 
per copy. When it had become circulated, an at- 
tempt was made to suppress it. Mr. Dreyfus wag 
called on and threatened with prosecution for 
selling obscene matter. About this time the place 
became wild. Men rushed frantically toand iro 
toseeacopy. Thenews stand resembled a bee. 
hive. At three o'clock the entire thousand were 
seld and still the crowd clamored for more. 

It became generally circulated and the pent up 
indignation a! the citizens gave vent to threats ef 
yiolence to Brown and the party that furnished 
the information, ifsuch could be found. Tele 
grams flew thick and fast to all parts of the coun- 
try inquiring for the writer. 

Brown carried with him a letter from the man- 
agement of the Cincinnati Enquirer, which he 
presented to Wales Wynton. The letter intro. 
duced him to the profession, and said that he was 
traveling in the south in the interest of the En- 
quirer. Wynton extended to him such courtesies 
as one journalist should expect from another, for 
he appeared to be a gentleman, his manner being 
faultless and his address pleasant. 

Certain enemies of Wynton, inspired by bitter 
prejudice and malignant ¢nmity, held him up 
before the community as a dangerous character, 
cbarging him with having furnished the informa- 
tion contained in Brown's letter. These enemies 
even suggested that he.leave the city, but he 


didn’t do it. Heisstill here, sharing the indig- 
ration of the pecple of Macon. To his enemies 


he has nothing to say—a denial would be» uselem,.. 


but tothe people of Macon who are justly in- 
censed at the scurrilous publication, he de- 
nies most emphatically even the remotest 
connection with it. He is willing to stand on his 
record in Macon. 

There has not been sucha sensation in this por- 
tion of the state since its discovery. 

Large rewaids have been offered for Brown’s ap- 
prehension. It wassaidonthe street that 330,003 
would be spent to get him back, 

To-night the excitement in connection with the 
maiter has quieted down to a determined effort to 
secure Brown and his informant. Telegrams and 
descriptions of Brewn have been sent over the 
south for his arrest at the instance of prominent 
citizens.

The Terrible Scene Which was Witnessed in a Phila-

A fire broke out this morn ing at 4:15 o'clock 
ip the cellar of the residence of Mr. John King,

When the house was almost completely en- 


yeloped in flames Mrs. King and her two lit- 
tle children appeared at the window. Back 
of her stood her husband, an agonized look 
upon bis face and fear portrayed on every fea- 
jure. It was not s0 with the mother. With 
her baby girl in her arms, and clasping the 
hand of her five-years-old boy, she stood and 
looked down upon the crowd. A frightful 
death was imminent, almost inevitable, but 
she never flinched. Her face bore no trace of 
{he fear, the agony endured by the crowd as 
they gazed upward atjthis*little familyjwaiting 
to be saved or resigned to an awful fate. Fast- 


er and faster, and nearerand nearer the fire 
leaped, and already the roomin which the 
family were standing was as hot as a furnace. 
Was there no way to save them? 

Mrs. King shouted fora mattress, and the 
few who heard her voice ring out clear above 
the warning element hastened to obey. The 
awful spell was broken, and men who had 
seemed paralyzed at sight of the fearful situa- 
tion caught up a mattress thrown from an 
adjacent house, and held it beneath the win- 
dow. Above and below and on either side fire 
was burning its way tothe room, and the 
white faces of the family were lit up with a 
lurid glare. A different light shone in the 
mother’s eyes as she clasped her girl nearer to 
her bosom, and smiled atthe hope of deliv- 
erance. 

Never before was the majesty of a mother’s 
love better illustrated. Death had no terrors 
forher. She lived for her little ones, and ex- 
citement or fear was impossible. In the rec 
glow of the fire and the hope of safety her face 
looked radiant end her white night-dreas 
seemed the drapery ofan angel. She saw the 
mattress held beneath, and with the coolness 
of security judged the distance. A last hug, a 
kies and the little boy leaped at his mother’s 
bidding to the ground.

When she endeavored to draw upon these 
funds, however, she was informed that the ap- 
propristion had been withdrawn. Letters 
from Mrs. Howe state that there are not sufli- 
cient funds at ber disposal to defray the essen- 
tial expenses of her departmsnt, and that the 
ladies lots themselves been compelled to per- 
form all the work of their department, except- 
ing only that which was beyond their 
strength. 

The woman’s department at the exposition, 
it is stated, has Been maintained thus far 
through the efforts of the women alone, and 
such of the funds as have been at their dis- 
posal, beyond the $3,000 received from the 
management, has been secured through their 
own enterprise.
